CHAPTER 260.

AN ACT to facilitate the sale of a certain tract
of land in Waupaea county.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
tn senale and assembly, do enact as fo ows:

SecrioN 1. The commissioners of public lands Authortsing
are hereby authorized and empowered to sell, for Wapeca~
a sum not less than twenty-tive dollars, on such cousty.
terms as other state lands are sold, the tract de-
scribed as follows: The southeast quarter of the
northeast quarter of the northeast quarter of sec-
tion number thirty-one, township number twenty-
two north, of range number twelve east, contain-
ing ten acres more or less according to govern-
ment survey, and situated in the county of
‘Waupaca.

SecTioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
